a castle during the Middle Ages 
moving towers were used. These 
towers were placed on wheels. Ihey 
were made a little hig'-.er than the 
walls around the castle. They were 
rolled toward 
the wal'.s. Archers 


were at the top to fire at the defen- 
ders. 
If a tower could be pushed closa> 
cnor-'h, a drawbridge was let down 
so o.ie end rested on the walls. Inen 
soldiers rushed 
across 
to the_ at- 


tack 
The men on the -alls might 


be driven off. Then the 
enemy 


would leap down and try to finish 
the capture of the castle.

course the 
soldiers in the 


castle did their best to keep

towers from being moved too close. 
Under cover of night, they miglit 
iro out to try to set fire to a tow- 
er which was just being built. 


If they couldn't do that, 
they

often put under attack. One of the 
most noted city sieges was against 
Prague. 
That, was the city where

The 
pope declared there should be a "holy 
war" against the city.
